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In the UnttEep Kinepom the births of 270,990 children, and the deaths of 180,247 
persons of both sexes, were registered in the three months ending on March 
31st. The recorded natural increase was 90,743; the native emigrants were 
23 O12. 

The number of persons married in the quarter ending December 31st, 1868, was 
63,488. 

The death-rate of the Kingdom differs littie from that prevailing in England and 
Wales. 

The resident population of the Kingdom in the middle of 1869 is estimated at 
30,621,431; that of England and Wales amounting to 21,869,607, of Scotland to 
3,205,481, and of Ireland to 5,546,343. ‘The corrected death-rate of the quarter 
is 24°88 per 1000; the birth-rate 37°67; the marriage-rate for the previous 
quarter 17°58. 

The several facts concerning Scotland and Ireland are recorded in the quarterly 
reports of the Registrars General of those parts of the Kingdom. :

2 Marrvages. 


ENGLAND. 


This Return comprises the Brrrns and Drarus registered by 2202 Registrars 
in all the districts of England during the quarter that ended on March 31st, 
1869; and the Marrrages in 13,111 churches or chapels, about 5992 registered 
places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 640 Superintendent 
Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended on December 31st, 1868. 

The leading facts of the first quarterly return of the year 1869 may be thus 
stated: the depression in the marriage-rate which prevailed in the first three 
quarters of 1868 continuing during the last quarter of the year, indicates a less 
prosperous state of trade and industry than usual. In the first quarter of 1869, the 
births allowing for increase of population were numerous beyond example, ‘The 
mortality was slightly below the average of the season, but as many places con- 
tinued to suffer from an epidemic of scarlet fever the quarter cannot be classed as 
healthy. The death-rate exhibits an increase over the winter quarter of 1868, 
when the mortality was exceptionally low. 


Marriages. 


Marriages are always more numerous in the three months of October, November, 
and December, than in any of the three preceding quarters of the year. In the 
last quarter of 1868, 102,706 persons were married, against 106,076 in the corre- 
sponding period of 1867. The marriage-rate in the quarter under review was in 
the very low proportion of 18°76 per 1000 of population per annum, against an 
average rate of 19°89. It must be inferred, therefore, that the prospects of the 
working classes, according to their own view, became less bright. 

Each of the eleven great divisions of England contributed more or less to the 
deficiency in the number of marriages in the quarter as compared with the corre- 
sponding quarters of 1866 and 1867, except the Northern, where the causes which 
operated to depress marriage did not prevail. In most of the manufacturing 
districts the depression of trade sensibly affected the marriage returns. 

London exhibits a marked decrease, the number of marriages in the last three 
autumn quarters having been 9103, 8527, and 8158. In Lancashire the respective 
numbers were 7464, 6968, and 6791 ; in Liverpool 1029, gio, and 895 ; and in the 
capital of the manufacturing industries of England the numbers were 1295, 1201,

and 1180 respectively. Among other districts of Lancashire, in which a considerable 
decrease is observed, are West Derby, Ashton, Oldham, and Preston. 
In York district the marriages in the three autumn quarters of 1866-8 were 
208, 196, and 142. 
at South Wales the marriages successively declined from 2012 and 1935 to 
1830, 
Births. 


The number of births registered in the first three months of 1869 was 204,055, 
being 5461 in excess of the number registered in the winter quarter of last year. 
In London there was a slight decrease, the births having declined from 29,891 to 
29,623 in the winter quarters of 1868-9. In all the other great divisions there 
was an increase in the absolute numbers. Passing on to counties it appears there 
was a decrease in Sussex, Bedford, Rutland, Lincoln, and Westmorland. The 
deficiences, however, were small, excepting in the case of Bedford, where it may 
be the consequence of the removal of families dependent on the straw plait manu- 
facture. The annual birth-rate of England in the quarter was 37°98 per 1000 of 
population, against an average of 36°85. Arranging the fourteen large towns of 
the United Kingdom according to their respective birth-rates the following is their 
order of precedence: Leeds 42°83, Newcastle-on-Tyne 41°46, Glasgow 41°45, 
Sheffield 41°12, Salford, 39°48, Edinburgh 39°17, Bristol 38°83, Liverpool 38°71, 
Birmingham 38°44, Manchester 38°23, Bradford 37-90, I,ondon 37°49, Hull 33°71, 
and Dublin 28°67. 

Increase of Population. 


As the births in the first quarter of the year amounted to 204,055, and the 
deaths to 133,437, the natural increase of population in England and Wales in the 
go days was 70,618. This addition, however, to the population of the country 
was reduced by emigration. 

The number of emigrants* from ports in the United Kingdom was 30,275, of 
whom about 11,110 were English by origin, 2702 were Scotch, g800 were Irish, 
and 6663 were foreigners. Of the total number 26,900 chose the United States 
for their destination, 2713 the Australian Colonies. Of the 9800 Irish emigrants, 
8964 went to the United States. The number of Irish who have emigrated during 
the quarter is 2332 less than in the winter of 1868; in the total number of 
emigrants in the quarter there was an increase of about 4289, which is accounted 
for by the excess in the English, Scotch, and foreign emigrants. 


Prices, Pauperism, and the Weather. 


The price of wheat, thanks to a bountiful harvest, fell from 72s. 2d. per quarter 
in the first three months of 1868 to sos. 2d. in the first three months of the 
present year, representing a marked decrease of 30 per cent. Potatoes were also 
29 per cent. lower in price than in the winter of 1868. The mean price per ton 
for the best quality at the waterside market in Southwark in each of the three 
winter quarters of 1867-9 was 137s. 6d., 1478. 6d., and 105s. respectively, Beef 
as sold by the carcase at Smithfield market last quarter ranged from 43d. per Ib. 
for inferior quality to 74d. for superior quality. Mutton was from 43d. per lb. for 
inferior quality to 74d. for superior quality. Both beef and mutton were dearer 
than in the winter quarter of 1868. 

The pauperism returns for the quarter are not yet complete, but the month of 
January shows an increase of in-door paupers compared with the same period of 
1868. 

The months of January and February, with the exception of a short period 
extending from 19th to 25th of January, were remarkably warm. Up to March ist 
the excess of temperature averaged more than 54° daily. On March 2d a change 
took place and a period of cold and wintry weather set in and continued until the

end of the quarter. The average deficiency of temperature during this period 
exceeded 4° daily. The mean daily temperature of the quarter exceeded the 
average by more than 2°, At Greenwich the mean temperature of January was 
41'1°. or 4°9° higher than the average of 98 years. The mean temperature of 
February was 45°3°, or 6°9° in excess of the average of 98 years; and it is 
necessary to go back to 1779 for a similar period of high temperature. ‘The mild 
weather which prevailed in these two months was favourable to the grazier. By 
the end of February vegetation was remarkably forward, but the land was very 
moist, which impeded agricultural operations. The rainfall was 1°1 inch in 
excess of the average in January, and o*7 inch in excess in February. Four- 
fifths of the rainfall of the quarter fell in the first two months. ‘lhe mean tem- 
perature of March was 37‘5°, or 6°5° colder than that of the same month in 
1868, and 3°5° below the average of 98 years. During the greater part of this 
month there was an advantageous check on vegetation. Agricultural spring 
operations were generally in a backward state, and a great deal of ploughing and 
sowing remained to be done at the end of the quarter. The rainfall of the three 
months was 6°6 inches, or 1°6 inch in excess of the average. Six or seven inches 
were measured at Hull, Newcastle-on-Tyne, Edinburgh, and Leeds ; amounts of 
from 7 to 10 inches at Sheffield, Birmingham, Dublin, Salford, and Bristol ; while 
at Glasgow the fall measured 11°19 inches. The highest mean temperatures for 
the quarter were recorded at Dublin 43°6°, Leeds 42°9°, Bristol 42°1°, and Liver- 
pool 42°0°; the lowest at Newcastle-on-Tyne 38°7°, and Hull 39°1°; at Edinburgh 
aud Glasgow the mean temperature was slightly below that of London, viz., 40°0° 
and 41°I°.

The number of deaths registered in the first quarter of the present year was 
133,437, against 120,095 in the winter quarter of 1868, the respective death-rates 
of the seasons being in the annual proportion of 24°84 and 22°34 per 1000 of 
population. The winter of 1868 was therefore a healthier season to the people of 
England than that of 1869. The fine weather which prevailed in the first quarter 
of last year had a remarkable influence on the mortality ; fever and diseases 
incidental to childhood being much less fatal than usual. ‘The winter of 186g— 
although the mean temperature was in excess of the average—was not so favour- 
able to the public health, for, in addition to an epidemic of scarlet fever, trying 
and exceptional climatic conditions prevailed. The weather in the beginning of 
January—as previously described—was very warm, but suddenly turned cold for 
about a week, and swelled the number of deaths from bronchitis ; then a warm period 
set in and lasted until the beginning of March, when there was another change to 
wintry and ungenial weather, which continued up to the end of the quarter, and 
cut off many of the very young, the weakly, and the aged. ‘The winter just gone 
affords another example of the effect of vicissitude of temperature on the health of 
the people, and warns those who are very susceptible to such variations to endea- 
vour, in their manner of life, to counteract in some measure the severity of the 
climatic changes experienced in an English winter. The period of life when the 
greatest susceptibility to a fatal attack of bronchitis exists is after 65; but at 
the age 45 and under 55 the increase is remarkable; as also is the high rate of 
mortality in infancy. ‘The average annual death-rate from bronchitis in six recent 
years among males, was 4°42 per 1000 of population at the age under 5 years; at 
the ages 5 and under 45 the mortality was comparatively inconsiderable ; at 45-55 
it was I°51 per 1,000 ; at 55-65 it was 3°79 ; and continued to increase as age 
advanced, viz., 8°76 at 65-75; 16°14 at 75-85; 22°76 at 85-95; and 23°57 at 
the age of 95 and upwards. 

If the prevalence or non-prevalence of zymotic elements in the metropolis may be 
taken as an indication that the same conditions exist over the whole of England, 
then the 648 deaths registered in London from scarlatina during the first quarter 
of 1869—against 339 and 368 in the winter quarters of 1867-8—imply that the 
country was visited very severely by this epidemic last winter. Whooping-cough 
and measles prevailed in many districts. The death-rate of the quarter under 
review is below the average of the season of the last ten years, and compares 
favourably with the rate observed in the three years 1864-6, |

The annual death-rate of the quarter experienced by the people inhabiting the 
chief towns, where there were 37°9 persons to every ten acres was 26°55 per 1000 
of population, against an average of 27°24, while the death-rate of persons residing 
in the small towns and country parishes, where the population to every ten acres 
only averaged 2°47, was 22°56 per 1000, against an average rate of 23°02. But 
where proper arrangements are adopted for adequate water supply and good 
drainage the evils which make dense districts so fatal can be mitigated. 

As the mortality in the winter quarter is not so much influenced by the activity 
which a higher temperature gives to zymotic elements, perhaps the comparative 
salubrity of the fourteen large towns of the United Kingdom is not most strikingly 
shown by the annual death-rate of the quarter. Arranging them, however, in the 
order of their respective death-rates the following is their position on the hygienic 
scale. Birmingham, with a population of 360,846, shows a death-rate of 20°70 in 
every 1000 persons; London, with 3,170,754, shows 25°43; Hull, with 126,682, 
shows 26°30; Bristol, with 169,423, shows 26°60; Bradford, with 138,522, shows 
26°86; Leeds, with 253,110, shows 27°54; Salford, with 119,350, shows 27°78 ; 
Dublin, with 320,762, shows 29°07 ; Sheffield, with 239,752, shows 29°35 ; Liver- 
pool, with 509,052, shows 29°61; Newcastle-on-Tyne, with 130,503, shows 30° 423 
Manchester, with 370,892, shows 30°97 ; Edinburgh, with 178,002, shows 33°01; 
and Glasgow, with 458,937, shows 40°07. Birmingham, in the West Midland 
Division, and London, have enjoyed the greatest amount of health, and Edinburgh 
and Glasgow the least. 

A comparison of the results for the eleven divisions of England shows that 
the south-eastern, where the mortality for the quarter was at the annual rate 
of 21°39 per 1000, was the healthiest. In Croydon searlet fever caused 20 out of 
321 deaths: the entire district is now remarkably healthy. 

Mr. George Rigden, M.R.C.S., of Canterbury, to whose exertions that city is much 
indebted, reports upon its sanitary condition as follows :—During the year 1868 the 
prevalence among children of diarrhcea and abdominal diseases, which were general 
throughout the kingdom in July, August, and September, raised the mortality 

above that of 1867. It was gratifying, however, to observe that although the 
deaths registered in each of the three years 1863-5 were as high as 515, 558, and 
549, respectively, yet during the three years 1866-8 they were 497, 463, and 500, 
or less in the aggregate by 162 than in the three preceding years. This improves 
ment may be justly regarded as the beneficial result of increased attention to sani- 
tary arrangements, and cannot be attributed to mere chance. It should, however, 
be stated that the mortality of Canterbury has been considerably in excess of a 
healthy standard, and, with every advantage of unlimited water-supply, and 
great facilities for drainage, it will only be through lamentable neglect if a much 
lower rate of mortality is not ultimately attained.

6 Deaths; and Heaith of the Country. 


The south-western and south-midland counties follow next in order of salubrity ; 
their respective death-rates were 21°77 and 21°92. 

The mortality of the eastern counties was 22°42; that of Monmouthshire and 
Wales, 23°12. At Holywell, the deaths exceeded the births by 30; scarlet fever 
was the cause of 33 deaths out of 125. This epidemic had raged in the sub-district 
for 15 months, but was now passing away; it had, however, been followed by 
measles. In the west-midland and north-midland counties the respective death- 
rates of the season were 23°58 and 24°35. ‘The mortality was very high in 
Caistor, Mansfield, Basford, and Radford. In Basford the deaths rose from 394 
to 606 in the respective winter quarters of 1868-9 ; in some parts of the district 
scarlet and typhoid fevers had been very prevalent. The northern counties 
show a mortality of 26°05. In the township of Cockfield in Teesdale 17 deaths 
occurred from typhus fever, which had prevailed to an alarming extent. ‘The 
registrar states that the bad sanitary condition of the place is sufficient cause of: 
so serious an epidemic. At Barnard Castle, also in Teesdale, a fatal case of 
typhus occurred in the Union workhouse. ‘The supposed cause of the disease was 
sewage matter in the wells that supplied the house with water for domestic use. 
There had been no further case since the pumps had been fastened up. York- 
shire shows the high death-rate of 28*08. In the sub-district of Brightside, in 
Sheffield, 30 deaths from small-pox are recorded ; of these cases 21 were unvac- 
cinated. In Sheffield, north sub-district, 19 fatal cases of small-pox are returned. 
The north-western counties show the very high rate of mortality of 28°13. Roch- 
dale experienced a high rate of mortality, scarlatina, typhus, and small-pox having 
prevailed. The registrar states that the authorities are actively exerting them- 
selves in improving the sanitary arrangements, which it is hoped will have a 
beneficial effect on the health of the town.

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REMARKS ON THE WHATHER, DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 318T OF Marcu 1869. 
By James Guaisugr, Esq, F.R.S., &c., President of The Meteorological Society. 


With the exception of the seven days from January 19th to 25th, the months of January and 
February were both remarkably warm. From the beginning of the quarter to March 1st, the excess 
of temperature averaged more than 54° daily. On March “2d, weather of a decidedly opposite or 
wintry character set in and continued to the end of the quarter, the average deficiency of daily 
temperatures below their averages for this period exceeding 4°. Upon the whole quarter the mean 
daily temperature was in excess, and to the amount of more than 2°. 


The mean temperature of January was 41°*1, being 4°°9 higher than the average of 98 years, 
higher than the corresponding temperatures in 1867 by 6°°9, and in 1868 by 3°°g, but lower than 
in "1866, when 42°°6 was recorded. ; 


The mean temperature of February was 45°° 3, being 6°*9 higher than the average of 98 years, 
and with the sole exception of 1779, when the same temperature was recorded, higher than the 
corresponding values in any year iu the period 1771-1868. 

The mean temperature of March was 37°°s, being 3° 
98 years, and 6°°5 colder than in 1868. 


The mean high day temperatures were respectively 2°*9 and 6°'5 higher than their averages in 
January and February, but lower in March by 5°:o. 


The mean low night temperatures in January and February were higher than their averages by 
3°°1 and 5°-8 respectively, but lower in March by 2°:9. 


Therefore the months of January and February were warm, and March cold, both by day and 
night.

The daily ranges of temperature were respectively 0o°:2 and 2°*1 less than their averages in 
January and March, but 0°'7 greater in February. 


The fall of rain was 1°1in. and o*7 in. in excess in January and February, but 0°°2 in. in defect 
in March. 


The readings of the barometer, at the height of 160 feet above the mean level of the sea, oscil- 
lated above and below the average during the first few days in January, but on the 6th a steady 
increase set in, and with the exception of the 14th and 15th remained constantly above the average 
till the 25th, the readings during the whole of this time being generally above 30 inches. <A period 
of depression then ensued, which lasted till February 3d, and on two occasions during this time 
the defect from average was as much as o*8in., the mean readings on each day being 28:gin. 
From February 4th till March 7th small fluctuations occurred, the readings being alternately above 
and below the average in short periods; the amount of excess or defect on one occasion only, being 
greater than o‘4in. From the 8th to the 21st the readings were constantly below the average; an 
increase, which reached its maximum on the 23d, then occurred, but on the 26th a rapid decrease 
set in, and the readings remained in defect during the remainder of the month.

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The mildness of the weather in January and February rendered important service to the grazier, 
the grass lands affording sufficient nourishment, enabling him to carry his live stock over the winter 
without the anticipated difficulties. At the end of February vegetation was remarkably forward, 
being from three to four weeks in advance of ordinary seasons. Agricultural work in the field 
made but little progress in these two months, owing to the land being in many places unsuitable for 
working, being too moist. During the greater part of March vegetation was nearly stationary and 
made no progress; the check was advantageous: At the end of the quarter vegetation was 
nearly in the same state as at the end of February, excepting grass lands, pastures, and meadows, 
which in many places had lost the rich green and put on a brown dingy colour. Agricultural 
spring operations were generally in a backward state, a great deal of ploughing and sowing re- 
mained to be done. 


The mean temperature of the air in the three months ending February, constituting the three 
winter months, was 44°°1, being 6°*2 higher than the average of the preceding 98 years. 


Thunderstorms occurred on the 3d January at Guernsey, Worthing, and Silloth; on the 4th at 
Truro; on the 2oth at Helston ; on the 29th at Helston, Bournemouth, Streatly Vicarage, Glou- 
cester, Royston, Liverpool, Eccles, and Stonyhurst ; on the 30th at Guernsey, Eastbourne, Osborne, 
Worthing, and Over Court; and on the 31st at Helston and Bath. On the 1st February at 
Guernsey ; on the 18th at Wilton and Gloucester; and on the 27th at Guernsey, Eccles, and 
Halifax.

On the 18th February at Streatly 
Vicarage ; and on the 28th at Taunton, Grantham, Holkham, and Halifax. On the 28th March 
at Halifax. 


Lightning was seen but thunder was not heard on the 3d January at Bournemouth, Weybridge 
Heath, Bath, Halifax, Stonyhurst, Bradford, Ripon, and Allenheads ; on the 4th at Culloden; on 
the 9th at Over Court; on the 11th at Over Court and Allenheads; on the 14th at Guernsey; on 
the 29th at Taunton, Over Court, and North Shields; and on the 3oth at Taunton. On the 
8th February at Little Wratting; on the 1oth at Weybridge Heath ; on the 17th at Hawarden; 
and on the 27th at Boston and Bradford. On the 27th March at Wilton and Carlisle ; and on the 
28th at Guernsey. 


Solar halos were seen on the 2d January at Worthing and Over Court ; on the 6th at Grantham, 
Hawarden, and Cockermouth; on the 11th at Culloden; on the 21st at Tunbridge Wells and 
Oxford; on the 22d at Over Court and Culloden ; and on the 30th at Over Court. On the 6th 
February at Wisbech ; on the 8th at Culloden; on the 1oth at Grantham; and on the 23d at 
Lampeter. On the 1st March at Oxford ; on the 7th at Strathfield Turgiss; on the 22d at North 
Shields; and on the 23d at Aldershot Camp and North Shields. 


Lunar halos were seen on the 19th January at Eastbourne ; on the 2zoth at London; on the 21st 
at Aldershot Camp and Grantham ; on the 22d at Guernsey and Strathfield Turgiss ; on the 23d at 
Taunton and West Harptre ; on the 24th at Weybridge Heath; on the 26th at Tunbridge Wells, 
Aldershot Camp, Wisbech, North Shields, and Culloden ; on the 28th at London; and on the 29th 
at Weybridge Heath. On the 21st February at Strathfield Turgiss ; on the 22d at Wilton; on the 
23d at Guernsey, Wilton, Aldershot Camp, West Harptre, Strathfield Turgiss, Oxford, Cardington, 
Wisbech, Grantham, and Bradford ; on the 24th at North Shields; and on the 27th at Weybridge 
Heath and Camden Town. On the 3d March at Over Court; on the 20th at Bradford ; on the 
22d at Weybridge Heath and Camden Town; on the 23d at Aldershot Camp, Bath, Over Court, 
‘Oxford, Cardington, Wisbech, Grantham, Boston, Hull, and Stonyhurst; on the 27th at Camden 
‘Town ; and on the 28th at Grantham and Stonyhurst. 


Aurore Boreales were seen on the 3d January at Liverpool ; and on the 12th at Culloden. On 
the 3d February at Weybridge Heath and Hawarden ; on the 4th at Weybridge Heath ; on the gth 
and roth at Culloden ; on the 24th at Weybridge Heath; and on the 27th at North Shields.

Snow fell on 40 days during the quarter, viz., 8 in January, g in February, and 23 in March. 
Hail fell on 43 days during the quarter, viz., 8 in January, 11 in February, and 24 in March. 


Fog prevailed on 56 days during the quarter, viz., 26 in January, 18 in February, and 12 in 
March. 


JANUARY. 


Bovurnemoutu.—Pink May blossoms all ready to open, and several leaves fully expanded on the 
1gth; but were checked in growth by cold period, 21st to 24th, and made no further progress 
during the month. 


STRATHFIELD TurRcrIss.—The past month (January) has been unfavourable for manure carting 
both on grass and arable lands. The protracted wet season has caused considerable loss of feedine 
turnips, the result of which has been the non-improvement of the flock, The wheat is more forward 
than it generally is at this season, the young clover, &c. being equally forward owing to the extreme 
Se of the season, the black thorn is in bloom, while roses have been in flower throughout the 
month, 
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Hv1i.—Snowdrops and winter aconites were in flower on the zoth in very exposed situations ; 
in more sheltered places they were in flower much earlier, and a great many shrubs were ready to 
burst into leaf. 


Cockxermouta.—A month of mild open weather, frost on four nights only ; mean temperature of 
the month 5° above the average for January during preceding seven years. 


CuLtopEeNn.—The month of January has been remarkable for mild and spring like weather, and 
the total absence of snow and frost of any intensity, and of that stormy and wintry weather which 
generally prevails during the opening month of the year. The temperature was high, about 5° above 
the average for January ; the rainfall was 2°207 in. This amount was registered on the 6th, 18th, 
21st, and on the three last days of the month. It will thus be seen that on many days no rain fell. 
This with constant south-west winds kept the land in good working order, and in consequence of 
this and the long continued, otherwise favourable weather, field labour on almost every farm is in 
an unusually forward state, ploughing of lea land being nearly completed on all well managed farms. 
The passing away of the months of winter under such very favourable circumstances has gladdened 
the hearts of many, and enabled farmers in general to maintain their stock, both cattle and sheep, in 
fully average condition. Considering the state of the turnip crop and the deficient slack yards every- 
where throughout the country, such a circumstance has been of the greatest value and importance 
to many. There was a great depression of the barometer on the 29th and 3oth, the mercury 
having fallen to 28°284 and 28°290 on these days. This low state of the barometer was accom- 
panied by heavy gales both here and on the English and Irish coasts. As may be expected, in 
gardens, among the various kinds of fruit trees and bushes, vegetation is very advanced. ‘The 
flowering of plants in the open border is likewise earlier than usual, and in some instances a few of 
these have neither died down nor ceased flowering all the winter. The following were observed in 
flower during the month. On the 4th, snowdrops, polyanthuses, violets (double and single), primula 
(double crimson), pritoma media, tasminum revolutum, wallflower. On the 13th, periwinkle 
(common), 18th, helleborus niger, 19th, auricula (common), primula-denticulata, and on the 3oth, 
chinchinella and rhododendron damicum. 

Young grass, and in fact all pastures, have afforded more or less keep for sheep all through the 
winter, and that without anything in addition, cattle having had a free outrun on them day after day ; 
this has tended more than anything to make both straw and turnips last longer than could have been 
the case under any other circumstances. Breeding ewes were never in better condition, and a good 
crop of lambs may be expected. The value of grain has been steady all through the month, and 
good prices obtained. Sheep and cattle in forward condition have commanded full prices. The 
price of potatoes has not improved and a considerable decay in the pits, whether from frost previous 
to lifting or from other causes, is now clearly observable. 


FEBRUARY. 


MarisoroucnH CoLtteEcE.—An enormous number of plants lived through the winter, and vege~ 
tation is generally a month earlier than usual. 


CockERMouUTH.—A month of very mild weather ; vegetation unusually forward at this season of 
the year; heavy rains occurred on 7th and 8th accompanied by a greater flood than has been 
observed here since December 1861. 


Brweti.—The mild weather (during the greater part of the month) has advanced vegetation too 
much; the check which it has received during the last few days will do much good. 


Marcu. 


STRATHFIELD TurGiss.—In general the land is in such an improved condition that spring sowing 
progresses without difficulty and under favourable circumstances, as a whole the growing crop of 
wheat progresses satisfactorily, but much will depend upon the weather and the blooming season. 
Barley sowing will be finished eight or ten days earlier than last year, the seed has been got into the 
land in very good order. 


Hvxi.— Vegetation in general has received a most severe check this month. 


CockEermoutu.—A month of cold dry weather with N. and E. winds, most of the grain crops 
sown, and potatoes planted by end of month. This month has been the coldest since January 1868. 
Frost occurred on 12 nights during the month,

In the Untrep Kinapom the births of 25 7:457 children, and the deaths of 162,503 
persons of both sexes, were registered in the three months ending on June 
3oth. The recorded natural increase was 94,954. 

The number of persons married in the quarter ending March 31st, 1869, was 
106,386. 

The death-rate of the Kingdom differs little from that prevailing in England and 
Wales. 

The resident population of the Kingdom in the middle of 1869 is estimated at 
30,621,431; that of England and Wales amounting to 21,869,607, of Scotland to 
3,205,481, and of Ireland to 5,546,343. ‘The corrected death-rate of the quarter 
is 22°07 per 1000; the birth-rate 34.81; the marriage-rate for the previous 
quarter 16°38. 

The several facts concerning Scotiand and Ireland are recorded in the quarterly 
reports of the Registrars General of those parts of the Kingdom.

2 Marriages.—Births. 


1869; and the MarrtacEs in 13,143 churches or chapels, about 6035 registered 
places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 640 Superintendent 
Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended on March 31st, 1869. 

After a season of depression which extended over a period of two years, the 
marriage-rate rallied in the first quarter of the present year ; but that which chiefly 
claims notice in the present return is the remarkably low birth-rate in the second 
quarter of 1869. The death-rate was slightly below the average of the season. 

Marriages. 

The marriages in the three winter months of January, February, and March, 
are always less numerous than in any other season of the year, but 75,420 persons 
married in that quarter of the present year, or 2086 more than were married in 
the same period of 1868. This improvement implies that the people began to 
think more favourably of their prospects. There was an increase in the number 
of marriages in each of the eleven great divisions of England, except in the South- 
western Counties, the North Midland Counties, and the North Western Counties, 
which exhibit a slight decrease as compared with the number in the corresponding 
quarter of last year, Marriages in Kent and Lincolnshire were depressed. A 
remarkable decline is observed in Saffron Walden, Yarmouth, Totnes, Bodmin, 
Stone, Basford, Bakewell, Liverpool, and Ecclesall Bierlow. The people married 
at the rate of 14°04 in 1000 of the population, whilst the average of the corre- 
sponding quarter of the last 10 years was 14°09. The proportional numbers in the 
same period in 1867 and 1868, respectively, were 13°84 and 13°64. , 


Births. 


In the three months ending 3oth June, the births registered were 188,459, 
against 202,892 in the same season of 1868. This decrease of 14,433 extended 
more or less over the whole country; the greatest proportional decrease was 
observed in the North Western Counties (Cheshire and Lancashire), where it 
reached 9 per cent. In the West Midland Counties the decrease was 8°4 per 
cent. In London it was 7°2 percent. In the Eastern Counties it was 6 per 
cent., and it was 4°4 per cent. in the Northern Counties. In Canterbury the 
decrease was 34 per cent.; in Mansfield 31 per cent. ; in Northleach it reached 
38 per cent., and in Wolverhampton, Dudley, Stourbridge, Ashton-under-Lyne, 
Barnsley, and Ecclesall Bierlow, where the decline in the number of births is also

remarkable, the local registrars report that the decrease is owing to serious de~ 
pression in the coal and iron trades. Many of the workmen were compelled to 
seek new fields of labour. The annual birth-rate of the quarter was 34:61 per 
1000’ of the population, against 37°64 in the same period of the previous year ; 
the.avearge of ten previous springs being 36°65. The birth-rate is the lowest on 
record since 1847, and only thrice in the last twenty-one years was there any 
approximation to it, viz., in 1848, 1853, and 1858; perhaps the chief cause of such 
an unusual feature in the returns may he sought in the depressed marriage-rate, 
which prevailed for eight consecutive quarters during the years 1867-68, 


Increase of Population. 


The excess of births over deaths in the quarter under review was 69,610. The 
natural increase of the population was, therefore, at the rate of 765 daily ; which 
number, however, was considerably diminished by emigration.* 


Prices, Pauperism, and the Weather. 


The price of wheat fell, The average price in the quarter ending 30th June 
was 45s. 7d. per quarter, which is less by 26s. 3d. than in the corresponding period 
of 1868; the reduction is 37 per cent. The average of the highest and lowest 
prices of beef at “Smithfield market last quarter was 64d. per lb.; and of mutton 
63d. Both beef and mutton were $d. per lb. dearer than in the spring quarter of 
1858. Best potatoes were 95s. per ton, which was 37 per cent. cheaper than they 
were at the same time last year.

The pauperism returns for the quarter are not yet complete, but the month of 
April shows an increase of in-door and out-door paupers compared with the same 
period of 1868. ati 

The meteorological character of the past spring is recorded in detail by 
Mr. Glaisher; he shows that the cold period which set in on the 2d of March con~ 
tinued until the 5th of April. On the 6th there was a change, and the only warm 
period of any duration during the quarter set in, and extended to the 29th; the 
mean daily excess of temperature for these 24 days was 54°. From the 3oth of 
April to r2th of May, there were alternations of cold and warm weather ; but the 
cold predominated. On the 13th of May the weather turned colder, and so con- 
tinued with trifling exceptions until the rst of June, the cold being most inteuse 
towards the end of May. From May 13th to June 1st the mean temperature was 
3°9° in defect daily. The period from the 2d to the 8th of June, with the excep- 
tion of the 4th day, was warm; on the 7th it was excessively warm, but on the roth 
of June a remarkable period of severe cold weather set in, which lasted to the end of 
the month, some days being marked by exceedingly low temperatures. ‘The average 
temperature of the month of April was 4°3° in excess; only four instances of 
warmer Aprils are recorded; viz., in 1779, 1821, 1844, and 1865. The average 
temperature of the cold months of May and June was 52°9°, or 7° less than that of. 
the same period in 1868. From 1770 to the present time vhere were only ten 
instances of lower temperature in these two months. ; 

The wintry character of the month of March, with a temperature of 37°5°, 
checked the progress of vegetation, but the genial weather of April, when the 
temperature rose to 50°3°, caused vegetation to progress very rapidly, so that by 
the end of the month the prospects of the harvest were very good. The cold 
weather of May and June, with mean temperatures of 50°5° and 55°3° respec- 
tively, was most unfavourable, and by the end of the quarter all cereal crops were 
backward, and great uncertainty prevailed as to the yield. Only the early kinds 
of corn were in ear and blossomed by the end of June, but this was confined to 
the Southern counties, so there was every probability that the harvest would be 
late. 

Deaths ; and the State of the Public Health. 


During the quarter ending 3oth June the health of the country was good ; a» 
mild April followed by a cold May and June did not act very unfavourably on the 
public health. The deaths were below the average of the season, and the im- 
provement would no doubt have been greater if the preceding March had been 
more genial, for many bronchial affections which commenced then, terminated 
fatally in the quarter now under review. ‘The total deaths numbered 118,849 and 
were at the annual rate of 21°83 per thousand of population against an average of 
22°03. ‘The deaths were 8,865 in excess of those registered in the same period of 
the previous year, but the death-rate then was exceptionally low. In most of the

South-eastern, South-midland, Eastern, and South-western counties of England the 
epidemic of scarlatina has almost subsided, but only to be followed by measles and 
whooping-cough, so the benefit arising from exemption from one epidemic was 
counterbalanced by the outbreak of others. In the West Midland, North Midland, 
North-western, and Northern counties, and in Yorkshire and Wales scarlet fever 
continued to reign epidemically, and some places suffered from small-pox. 

In London small-pox and measles declined, as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1868, while scarlet fever and whooping-cough increased, as did also the 
deaths by bronchitis and pneumonia. ‘The deaths in London in each of the two 
quarters ending 3oth June 1868 and 1869 respectively were as follows: small-pox 
187 and 55, measles 741 and 315, scarlet fever 352 and 675, whooping-cough 780 
and 1177, bronchitis 1366 and 1655, and pneumonia 878 and toor. 

The annual rate of mortality in the population of the country districts was at 
the rate of 20°56 per 1000, the average rate being 20°32, while in the chief towns, 
where the inhabitants are in closer proximity to each other, the mortality was at 
the rate of 22°78 against an average of 23°39,—the benefit of the low death-rate 
being confined to the denser districts. The general mortality, however, is to a 
considerable extent made up of the deaths of children, and in comparing the 
mortality of town and country, without distinction of age, it must be borne in mind 
that the method is favourable to the towns, where there is an excess of persons at 
the ages when the mortality is comparatively low. 

The returns contain some examples of the efficacy of hygienic measures, but 
much remains to be done to complete the sanitary defences of the kingdom. In 
London and 13 other large towns the annual death-rate of the quarter was 24 per 
1000, In Glasgow the mortality per 1000 of population rose from 29°50 in the 
second quarter of 7868 to 36°44 in that of 1869; in Edinburgh from 23°78:: 
33°63 3 in Liverpool from. 25°76 to 27°29; im Hull from 19°38 to 24°02; In 
Newcastle-on-Tyne from 21°94 to 23°96; in Leeds from 21°33 to 22°36; and in 
London from 21°88 to 22°25. In the following large towns the mortality fell, 
viz., in Manchester from 27°66 to 24°99; in Bradford from 25°10 to 24°69; in 
Sheffield from 26°34 to 24°53; in Salford from 25°93 to 24°18; in Dublin from 
22°92 to 22°72; in Bristol from 23°27 to 21°61; and in Birmingham from 20°66 
to 18°26. 

The high rate of mortality in Glasgow is partly due to epidemic and other 
diseases, to which children succumbed in undue proportions to the rest of the 
population. While protection against the diffusion of cholera poison by means 
of an impure water supply has been secured in this city, the importance of aiming 
at immunity from other generating elements of disease should not be lost sight of. 
Glasgow is supplied with an abundance of good water, but other sanitary defences 
have been practically overlooked. Dr. Gairdner reports that the true causes of the

excessive liability of this city to high tides of disease and death are to be sought 
chiefly in the low standard of domestic comfort, in overcrowding, general squalor, 
and physical degradation, which are the unhappy characteristics of a large section 
of the population. The city of Manchester, which is also supplied with an abund- 
ance of pure water, shows a high rate of mortality, but it is considerably lower than 
the Scottish city. Why cannot the administrative abilities, which have been so’ 
successful in commanding a pure water supply, be as successfully applied, not only 
in the demolition of old tenements, but in the erection of new constructions and 
improved house accommodation for the poorer classes, and also in enforcing the law 
against overcrowding ? 

The mortality of London has steadily increased from 20°17 and 21°88 to 22°25 
per tooo in the three spring quarters of 1867-68-69. ‘The preservation of the 
health of this vast city depends greatly upon an uncontaminated water supply ; 
but the Thames and the Lea do not yet flow unpolluted. Recent and frequent 
analyses have proved that organic matter in the form of nitrates generated from 
sewage and animal refuse is found in these waters ; and- when the towns from 
Oxford downwards have completed the works required by the Act to enable them 
to discontinue discharging their sewage into the Thames, even then a certain diluted 
form of liquid sewage, after it has been used for purposes of irrigation, will filter 
off the land into the river and so render the water unsafe for domestic use unless 
this contamination can be destroyed in its course. 

Table VIL, p.8., exhibits the mortality of districts, &c. which contain the 
principal English watering places. In some of these towns effective sanitary 
arrangements have been carried out while others are still imperfectly defended from 
the attacks of epidemic diseases. In 38 seaside towns the annual death-rate during 
the quarter was 20 per 1000. On the north-east coast Whitby and Scarborough

show a mortality of 23 and 21 respectively. On the east coast Yarmouth shows 
23, and Lowestoft 15. On the south-east coast Margate shows 23, Ramsgate 27, 
Dover 16. On the south coast Hastings and St. Leonards show 15, Eastbourne 
12, Brighton 19, Worthing and Littlehampton 20, Isle of Wight 19, Weymouth 19, 
Torquay 19. On the south-west coast Ilfracombe shows 18. In South Wales, 
Tenby shows 20. In North Wales, Bangor and Beaumaris show 22, Llandudno 27. 
On the north-west coast New Brighton shows 12, Blackpool 26. 

Of 9 inland towns Tunbridge Wells shows a mortality of 20, Bath 22, Chel- 
tenham 19, Harrogate 23. As there are no means of ascertaining with any degree 
of accuracy the present population of the English watering places, and as they are 
resorted to in different proportions by the healthy portion of the community as 
well as by invalids, the results must be taken only as an approximation to the true 
rate of mortality. : 3 

The mortality in the South-eastern counties was at the rate of 19 per 1000 of 
population, Measles was epidemic in some districts, In the South Midland 
counties some parts of Cambridgeshire suffered from the same epidemic, and the 
mortality was at the rate of 19. In the Eastern counties, where the death-rate 
was 21, measles and whooping-cough prevailed; at St. Matthew, Ipswich, 11 
deaths from small-pox were registered. The South-western counties were also 
visited by measles and whooping-cough ; at Lyme, Axminster, there were 500 
cases of measles, 18 of which proved fatal ; some districts in Devon and Cornwall 
suffered severely from the epidemic; the mortality from all causes was at the rate 
of 21. Passing on to the West Midland counties, where the death-rate was 20, the 
prevailing epidemics were measles and scarlet fever ; at Evesham, out of 68 deaths 
during the quarter, 21 were referred to scarlet fever. In the North Midland 
counties scarlet fever and measles were prevalent, the mortality was at the rate of | 
22; at Saltfleet, Louth, small-pox was imported from Hull, but no fatal cases had 
occurred. In the North-western counties the death-rate was 24 per 1000; typhus, 
scarlatina, measles, and small-pox were fatal in several town districts. The deaths 
in the Liverpool workhouse, in the Mount Pleasant sub-district of Liverpool, were 
above 100 more than in the same period of the two previous ‘years, owing chiefly to 
_an epidemic of measles among children of German emigrants. temporarily located in - 
this institution; there were also 101 deaths from typhus, nearly all of which occurred 
in the workhouse. At Atherton, in Leigh, out of 147 deaths in the quarter 77 
occurred from an epidemic of measles of a most malignant kind. At Tonge, in 
_ Chadderton, complaint was made of children afflicted with small-pox running in 
the streets at the time the eruption was discharging from their faces. At Royton, 
in Oldham, where the drainage was imperfect, typhoid fever was prevalent. 
Yorkshire still exhibits a high death-rate, viz., 25 per 1,000. Scarlet fever and 
small-pox were the prevailing epidemics. At Brightside, Sheffield, 10 fatal cases 
of small-pox occurred, the disease, however, is said to be declining ; but vaccination 
is much neglected ; of the number of children born from last September to the > 
end of February, the Registrar reports that some 250 remain unvaccinated. At 
Brompton and Osmotherley, in Northallerton, scarlet fever was very prevalent ; the 
Registrar was of opinion that the disease might have been arrested if precau- 
tionary measures had been adopted; he reports that in one of the townships of 
Northallerton where scarlet fever broke out iu a virulent form, it was, owing to the 
adoption of sanitary measures, confined to the dwelling in which it began. ‘The 
mortality in the Northern counties was at the rate of 23; scarlet fever was 
epidemic in some districts of Durham, and in a village a few miles from Cocker- 
mouth, typhoid fever caused 5 deaths, 3 of which occurred in one house; upon 
inquiry, a cesspool used by a butcher for the deposit of. offal was discovered in a 
very foul condition. In Wales the death-rate was 22. At Holywell the deaths 
exceeded the births, owing chiefly to measles following an epidemic of scarlet fever.

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REMARKS ON THE WEATHER, DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 30TH OF JUNE, 1869. 
By Jamus Guarsuer, Esq, F.B.S., §c., Secretary of The Meteorological Society. 


The cold period which set in on the 2d of March, following the remarkably warm months of 
January and February continued till the 5th of April. On the 6th a period of warm weather set 
in, the only one of any duration during the quarter; it extended to April 29th, and the mean 
daily excess of temperature over the average was for these 24 days 5°. On the 3oth of April a 
period of cold and warm days alternated, but the colder predominated, as the temperature averaged a 
defect below the average of nearly six tenths of a degree daily. A much more decided cold set in 
on the 13th of May and continued with but trifling exceptions till the 1st day of June, being the 
most intense towards the end of the month when deficiencies of daily temperature amounting to 11° 
and 12” ‘were experienced. ‘The mean temperature of the period from May 13th to June ist was 
3 °9 in defect daily, and this loss of temperature was almost wholly during the hours of the day, 
which were usually from 6° to 7° too low, the night hours usually being at about their average 
values. From June 2d to June 8th (with the exception of the 4th day which was cold) the period 
was warm, and excessively so on the 7th, on which day throughout the whole of the 24 hours there 
was an excess of temperature of no less than 14°3, and the mean temperature of the six days ending 
June 8th was 3°3 in excess over the average daily temperature for the period. A very remarkably 
Severe period of cold weather set in on the 10th of June and continued unchecked till the end of the 
quarter, some days being marked by exceedingly low temperatures; the nights as well as the days 
were equally cold, and the average temperatures of these days for the whole 24 hours was as large 
as 6°3 in defect of daily temperature. The average temperature of the month of April was 4° in 
excess ; there have been four instances only of warmer Aprils, viz., in the years 1779, 1821, 1844, 
and 1865. ‘The average temperature of the months of May and June was 52°°9, being 6°2 of lower 
temperature than in the corresponding months in the preceding year, and back to 1770 there have 
been only ten instances of lower temperature in these two months, these instances were in the years 
1773» 1792, 1795, 1799, 1805, 1812, 1814, 1816, 1821, and 1824. In the year 1855 the mean tem- 
perature of May and June was the same as in this year. 

_ The mean temperature of April was 50°-3, being 4°°3 higher than the average of 98 years, 
higher than the corresponding temperatures in 1866, 1867, and 1868, when 47°°9, 49°°0, and 48°*1 
respectively were recorded, but lower than in 1865 by 2°°o. 

The mean temperature of May was 50°° 5, being 2°:1 lower than the average of 98 ‘years, and 
lower than the corresponding values in 1868 by 6°:8, but higher than in 1866, when s0°-1 was 
recorded. 

Lhe mean temperature of June was 55°°3, being 2°:9 lower than the average of 98 years, and 
lower than any corresponding value since 1824, with the sole exceptions of 1830 and 1860, in the 
first of which years the same value was registered, and in the second 34°°8. The mean temperature 
of June in the year 1868 was 62°°0, being 6°-7 higher than in this year. 

The mean high day temperatures were lower than their averages in May and June by 4°°o and 
3°°8 respectively, but higher in April by 4°°1. 

The mean low night temperatures were lower than their respective averages in May and June by 
o°*6 and 4°*2, but higher in April by 2°°7. 

Therefore the month of April was warm both by day and by night, the month of May was very 
cold by day and that of June was cold both by day and night. 

The daily ranges of temperature were respectively 1°°4 and 0°*4 greater than their averages 
in April and June, but 3°°4 less in May; it is very seldom that the daily range in May is so 
small. 

The fall of rain was 0°7 in. and o*9 in. respectively in defect in April and June, and 1°°21in, in 
excess in May. 

The mean temperature of the air in the three months ending May, constituting the three spring 
months, was 46°°1, being o°° 4 lower than the average of 98 years. 

The readings of the barometer, at the height of 160 feet above the mean level of the sea were 
generally above the average during April, the only departure worth noticing being from the 15th to 
the 17th, when a depression took place to 29'06in. From the 21st to the end of the month high 
readings were prevalent, the mean amount of excess above average for this period being as much 
as * 24. 

On the 1st May a steady fall commenced and lasted till the 6th, the minimum recorded being 

29°02in., but on the same day an equally steady rise took place and attained its maximum 
(30° 061 in.) on the 13th. Decreasing readings were again recorded between the 14th and roth, and 
from this time to the end of the month the readings were above and below the average several 
times. : 
The barometric variations during June were very small, the greatest departures from average 
amounting only to —°4 and +°3 respectively. The readings were, with the sole exceptions of the 
4th, 12th, 13th, 14th, and 15th, constantly in excess of the average, and usually either above or very 
close to 30 inches. 

The wintry character of the month of March checked the progress of vegetation, the fine and 
genial weather in April, however, caused vegetation to progress very rapidly, and at the end of the 
month the prospects of harvest were very good. The cold weather in May and June was altogether 
unfavourable, and at the end of the quarter all the cereal crops were backward, and great uncer- 
tainty prevailed as to the yield. In the southern counties alone, and even there, corn only of the 
early kinds were in ear and blossomed by the end of the quarter, and there seemed to be every 
probability that the harvest would be late, |

APRIL. 


STRATHFIELD TurGIss.—The young wheat has made good progress, and we may expect an early 
harvest. The spring seed time has been favourable. The fall of lambs has been fully up to the 
average, and the losses inconsiderable. Clover and trefolium are growing rapidly, and there is 
every prospect of a heavy crop of hay. Peas and beans are also looking well, and the hoeing will 
give labourers full employment. ‘There is a promise of abundant autumnal fruit. All sorts of lean 
stock are fetching high prices, and will probably go still higher. 

CocKERMOUTH.—The mean temperature of April was 10°*1 higher than that of March and 1°*9 
above the average of the month during the last seven years. 

Bywertui.—Grass has grown much during the month, and vegetation generally looks healthy and 
promising. The various fruit trees are white with blossom and promise much fruit should they 
not suffer from frost. Farmers are well forward with their work, and are now preparing for turnip 
sowing and potatoe planting. 

May. 


STRATHFIELD Tureiss.—A cool month, with yet but few frosts, and those slight. Wheat here 
looks bad and does not grow, especially that late planted ; hereabouts it is two weeks later than 
last year. ‘The cold weather has done the barley no good; it looks bad, especially on the strong 
land. Beans and peas are growing well wherever the pheasants have let them alone; the winter 
beans promise a good crop. With warm growing weather we shall have much grass and clover, 
but the meadow grass is at least a fortnight later than last year. 

CocxrrmoutH.—The coldest May during last eight years. Much damage done to early potatoes 
by the frost on morning of the 29th, the young stems being quite blackened and killed where 
unprotected from the cold. 

Mitrown.—This month has been ungenial, and the crops generally have made slow progress, 
The flax crop has suffered much from the frosts and a fly, and in many cases has been ploughed up 
- and resown. 

ByweELu.—Owing to the prevalence of east winds vegetation has made but little progress during 
the month. Farmers are well forward with turnip sowing. The frost on the night of the 29th did 
some harm to the fruit trees and early potatoes. Tine settled weather is much required for the 
corn crops. 

Hite Vawotntion has not suffered so much as might have been expected from the prevalence of 
~ cold east and cold north-easterly winds. Swallows have died in considerable numbers, perhaps 
owing to the scarcity of insects occasioned by the cold weather. 


JUNE. 


Maritporovucn CoLtiecEe.—Hay nearly carried and in good condition. Corn crops promising. 

STRATHFIELD TurGiIss.—The low temperature of the past months has not been favourable to the 
wheat crops, and they will in quantity be probably considerably below the average. Barley, oats, 
beans, and peas are all promising well. Clover has generally been carried in capital condition; of 
the hay harvest the report is most favourable, although the weather has not been altogether pro- 
pitious for the carrying, Mangolds and swedes seem flourishing. I am sorry to report that the 
potatoe blight has appeared recently in one or two isolated cases, otherwise the crop seems very 
promising. Garden fruits are generally looking well, with the exception of peaches and nectarines. 

CockERmMoutTH.—Hay harvest became general about the 21st, the crops of lea (or sown) grass 
being about an average. 

Mittown.—All the crops here are much in want of rain, Flax promises to be short. The hay 
harvest, which is now being gathered in, is lighter than usual. Wheat harvest looks well, 
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The highest temperatures of the air were at Weybridge Heath, 90°°3; Cardington, 90°°0; Camden Town, 89°°3; West Harptre 
Vicarage, 88°°6; and Taunton, Royal Observatory, and Boston, 87°°5. The lowest temperatures of the air were at Little Wratting 
and Lampeter, 26°9°0; Battersea and Allenheads, 279°0; Osborne, 27°°%; and Wilton, 27°°5. The greatest daily ranges were at Wilton, 
239°4; Taunton, 22°°2; Nottingham, 21°°1; Weybridge Ileath and Royston, 20°°7; and West Harptre 20°°5. The least daily ranges 
were at Guernsey, 119°1; Otley, 11°°6 ; Hawarden, 12°°7 ; Liverpool, 18°°1; Sidmouth, 13°°3; and Bournemouth, 18°°6. The greatest 
number of rainy days were at Stonyhurst, 56; Allenheads, 53; Little Wratting, 49; Boston, 45; and Oxford, Grantham, and Eccles, 44, 
The least number of rainy days were at Battersea and Halifax, 26; Norwich and Otley, 27; and Strathfield Turgiss and Bradford, 80. 
The heaviest falls of rain were at West Harptre, 9°5in.; Allenheads 8°8 in.; Halifax, 8*4in.; Hawarden, 8°3 in. ; and Osborne, Grantham, 
and Stonyhurst, 8*2in. The least falls of rain were at Somerleyton, 4°4in.; Battersea, 4°9in.; Carlisle, 5°lin.; Miltown, 5°2in.; Holk- 
ham, 5°4in. ; and Eastbourne and Royal Observatory, 5°5 in.

2 Marriages.—Births.—Increase of Population. 


1869; and the Marrraces in 13,166 churches or chapels, about 6089 registered 
places of worship unconnected with the Established Church, and 639 Superintendent 
Registrars’ offices, in the quarter that ended on June 3oth, 1869. 

The marriage-rate in the second quarter of the year was the lowest recorded in 
any corresponding season during the last quarter of a century. The births and 
the deaths registered in the third quarter of the year are slightly in excess of 
the average of the season. 

Marriages. 


86,142 persons married in the quarter that ended on 3oth June, The marriage- 
rate was 15°82 or 1°38 below the quarterly average, thus the symptoms of increase 
in the marriage-rate which were noticed in the previous quarter subsided in the 
subsequent months, and the decrease would seem to indicate, that no steady 
improvement had at this period taken place in the means of the great bulk of the 
population of England. The Tables in the return show that the decrease is spread 
over most of the counties and districts. 


Births. 


The births fluctuate less than the marriages, and in each of the three quarters 
ending 30th September 1867, 1868, and 1869, the numbers were 190,782, 192,467, 
and 190,132 respectively, or nearly the same. The Eastern division, and Mon- 
mouthshire and Wales, show the greatest proportional decrease. A considerable 
decline is also observed in the counties of Middlesex (extra-metropolitan), North- 
ampton, Devon, Salop, Stafford, Lincoln, Northumberland, and Cumberland. The 
annual birth-rate of England in the three months under review was 34°45 per 
1000 of population against an average of 34:04. A comparison of the birth-rates 
to every 1000 of population in certain large towns in each of the two quarters 
ending 30th September 1868 and 1869 respectively shows the following results :— 
Salford 38°61 and 39°95, Newcastle-upon-Tyne 36°96 and 38°17, Glasgow 39-68 
and 37.84, Sheffield 38-40 and 37°67, Edinburgh 35-93 and 36:44, Liverpool 37°32 
and 35°38, Bristol 33°48 and 35°08, London 34:63 and 34°74, Manchester 37°19 
and 34°40, Birmingham 35.93 and 34°39, Dublin 28°31 and 25°33. 


Increase of Population. 


The natural increase of population in England and Wales in the 92 days, or the 
excess of births over deaths, was 75,478, or more by 13,513 than the excess in

activity with which emigration has proceeded during the quarter. Those who sailed 
from ports where Government emigration agents are not stationed, are not included 


in the returns.

Mr. Glaisher’s detailed remarks on the meteorology of the quarter will be found 
in the appendix. He states that a remarkably cold period set in on the roth 
of June and lasted until the 3d of July, after which a warm period, with very 
little rain, prevailed until the end of’the month. On ist August the weather 
suddenly changed, and for 21 days there was an average daily deficiency in the 
temperature of 2°8°. This was followed by a week of very warm weather with 
brilliant sunshine, and on the 28th August the excess of temperature was as much 
as 12°. From the 29th August to the 3d September it was cloudy, bleak, and 
cold; but on the 4th the temperature again rose above the average, and continued 
generally warm until the end of the quarter, with frequent heavy gales and storms. 
The mean excess of temperature for the g2 days averaged 1-9° daily. 

In July the mean reading of the barometer was remarkbly high, being 29°928 in. 
Only two instances in the preceding 20 years are recorded when such high 
readings in July were observed, viz., in 1859 and 1863, on which occasions 
29°937in., and 29:961 in. were registered. In August the mean reading was still 
higher, being 29°968 in. ; only one reading approximated to it during the preceding 
20 years, Viz., in 1864, when it was 29‘g18in. In September the reading was very 
low, viz., 29°642in., and during the preceding 20 years, the only instances when 
the mean readings for September were about the same, were in 1841 and 1866, 
viz., 29°624in. and 29°575 in. respectively. During the periods of great harometric 
depression in September, violent gales raged from the south-west, which caused 
great destruction of life and property. 

The mean temperature of the quarter was 61°4° or 1°9° above the average of 
98 years. In July it was 3°1° higher than the average; in August 0'1° higher, 
while in September it was 2°5° higher. The rain-fall for the quarter amounted 
to 4°9in. or 2°5in. below the average of the season; in September it was o°7 in. 
in excess of the average. 

Harvest work began in the south of England early in August, and became 
general towards the end of the month; by the end of September it was completed 
except in the north-west of Ireland, and in the Scottish Highlands. Opinions as 
to yield and quantity are very conflicting ; the barley crop is said to the be best, 
while the wheat and oat crops are spoken of as being below the average. Beans 
and peas are both short crops. The potato crop, though small in size, is said to 
be of good quality and generally, up to this period, free from disease.

Deaths ; and the State of the Public Health. 


Deaths ; and the State of the Public Health. 


The number of deaths registered in the third, or summer quarter of the year 

was 114,654, or 15,848 less than in the same period of 1868, when the prevalence 
of diarrhcea in London and in other Jarge towns raised the number of deaths con- 
siderably above the average. The rate of mortality in the quarter was 20°77 
per 1000, and in the same quarter of 1868 it was 23-89, the average of the season 
being 20°63. 
_ Taking the eleven great divisions of the country as they appear in the tables, 
it will be seen that in London, 19,207 deaths were registered, compared with 
19,149 in 1868, and 16,567 in 1867; the mortality of the quarter was at the rate 
of 24-31 per 1000. Small-pox caused 62, deaths, measles 337, whooping-cough 
869, typhus 534, diarrheea 2644, summer cholera 192, diphtheria 85, and scarlet 
fever 1770; this last disease was epidemic and increased rapidly from 75 deaths in 
the third week of the quarter to 238 in the last week. Few districts were exempt 
from this disease, but it was most fatal in the East districts, where 642 deaths 
were ascribed to it; in the West districts it caused 127 deaths, in the North 
districts 315, in the Central 247, and in the South 439. 

In the South Eastern Counties 9548 deaths occurred, being 1277 fewer than in 
the summer of 1868; the rate of mortality was 18°45 per 1000. Diarrhoea and 
scarlet fever prevailed in many places; the latter disease causing 32 deaths in 
Croydon, 22 of the 85 deaths in Alton sub-district, and 29 of the 89 deaths in 
St. Mary Reading, the mortality in which town greatly exceeded the average, 
the deaths in summer quarter in the last three years being 121, 163,-and 210 
respectively. 

The South Midland Counties show a death-rate of 18-94. 'Typhus and scarlet 
fever visited several districts, Wycombe suffered severely from the latter disease, 
and in the West Wycombe sub-district it caused 23 of the 49 deaths. 

In the Eastern Counties the mortality was at the annual rate of 18°41 per 
1000. The Registrars’ notes record several instances of the prevalence of diarrheea, 
typhus, small-pox, and scarlet fever. In West Ham there were 527 deaths from 
all causes, compared with 369 in the same season of 1867, and 473 in 1868; in 
Yarmouth the deaths were fewer than in 1867 and 1868, the numbers being 232, 
306, and 192 respectively. 

The South Western Counties had a death-rate not exceeding 17°05, and com- 
pare favourably with the other groups of counties. Chippenham suffered from 
fever, Devizes and Warminster from small-pox, Hxeter severely from measles, 
Tiverton from scarlet fever. Nearly all the large towns in Devonshire experienced 
a high mortality. 

In the West Midland Counties the mortality was at the rate of 18°75 per 1000 
annually ; all the counties, and particularly Warwickshire, show a decrease on the

same period of 1868 ; the district of Warwick, however, had an increased mortality, 
without any cause being assigned by the Registrars. Scarlet fever was very fatal 
in Shrewsbury, West Bromwich, Dudley, and Coventry, and this disease, as well 
as typhus, prevailed to some extent in other districts. 

In the North Midland Counties, which had a death-rate of 20°02, Lutterworth 
and Basford are reported by the Registrars to have suffered greatly from malignant 
scarlet fever, which prevailed also, but with less severity, in many other places. 
Leicester had a rate of mortality of 28-9 per 1000, and it perhaps suffered more 
severely from diarrhoea than any other large town in England, and the mortality 
among young children was excessive ; to every roo births registered there were 
26°8 deaths of infants under one year of age. 

The rate of mortality in the North Western Counties was 23:23, and the 
Registrars’ notes show how severely many of the large towns suffered from zymotic 
diseases. In Liverpool and West Derby, typhus, scarlet fever, measles, and 
diarrhoea were extremely fatal. Wigan, Chorlton, Salford, Manchester, and Preston 
had a high mortality from diarrhcea, and scarlet fever visited with great severity 
Bolton, Oldham, Rochdale, Haslingden, Clitheroe, and Blackburn. 

In Yorkshire, where the mortality was 23°87 per 1000, scarlet fever prevailed 
in Wharfedale, some parts of Huddersfield, Halifax, and Bradford, in Dewsbury, 
Barnsley, Sheffield, Lockington sub-district of Beverley, Sculcoates, Hull, Hornsea 
sub-district of Skirlaugh and Scarborough. The sub-district of Northallerton 
has been in a very unhealthy state for some time, particularly the village of 
Osmotherley where scarlet fever is still very prevalent. In Halifax there was a 
remarkable infant mortality ; to every roo births registered there were 26°9 deaths 
of children under one year of age. 7

The Northern Counties had a death-rate of 21:34. Searlet fever was most 
fatal in Stockton, some parts of Durham, Chester-le-Street, Gateshead, Tynemouth, 
and pee In Cockermouth the mortality was 33 per cent, lower than 
in 1868. , 

Monmouthshire and Wales experienced the lowest rate of mortality, 16°92 per 
1000. Scarlet fever caused 25 of the 62 deaths in the Coleford sub-district of 
Monmouth ; the same disease also prevailed at Merthyr Tydfil, Swansea, Holywell, 
and Denbigh sub-district of St. Asaph. 

The eleven millions of persons living in the chief towns experienced an annual 
rate of mortality during the quarter of 23°32 per 1000 living, as compared with 
an average of 22°90; while the inhabitants of small towns and country parishes, 
numbering somewhat more than nine millions, only suffered to the extent of 17°36, 
the average rate being 17°79 per 1000, 

_ Of eleven of the largest English cities and boroughs, Liverpool exhibits the 
highest death-rate, 30°47 per tooo; next follow Manchester 29°34, Leeds 27°23, 
Salford 25°93, Sheffield 25°65, Hull 25°22, Bradford 24°57, London 24:31, New- 
castle-on-Tyne 23°68, Bristol 21°72, and Birmingham 21°37. 

Among the forty-six towns next in size, instances of high mortality are shown in 
Gateshead 30°31 per 1000, Leicester 28-94, East Stonehouse 27°43, South Shields 
26°46, Halifax 26°19, Tynemouth 26-18, and Exeter 25°98. The lowest death- 
rates appear in Merthyr Tydfil 15°75 per rooo, Dudley 16°49, Chester 16°62, 
Walsall 16°75, and Gosport 16:93. (See Table VIL., p. 33.) 

The large amount of preventible mortality has frequently been alluded to in 
these reports, but the statement sometimes has all the freshness of novelty ; as an 
illustration of this waste of life it may be repeated with advantage that during the 
ten years between the last two censuses—1851-—60—thirty large towns, having a 
mean aggregate population of 24 millions, lost every year 32,735 persons more 
than would have died had they been subject only to the rate of mortality prevailing 
in the healthy districts cf England. 

The most striking feature of the present return is the extensive and still 
existing prevalence of scarlet fever; this highly contagious disease finds in the 
crowded quarters of our large towns all the conditions favourable to its extension ; 
the skill and energy of the medical profession and more particularly of the officers 
of health are taxed to the utmost in dealing with the disease, in endeavouring where 
possible to separate the sick and the dying, and in making generally known the 
precautions most needful; their humane efforts are however beset with difficulties. 
Until better habitations are within reach of the labouring and poorer classes, until 
decent public mortuaries are provided in all populous towns, and perhaps also 
until the rudiments of physiology are included in the education of our youth, so 
that all who read may know something of the laws by which we live and have our 
being, we cannot extinguish with needful rapidity the oft recurring visitations of 
epidemics like that we are now suffering from; for ignorance is the foster-mother 
of disease as well as of crime,

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REMARKS ON THE WEATHER, DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 301H OF SEPTEMBER, 1860. 
By JAMES Guatsuer, Esq, F.R.S., &c., Secretary of The Meteorological Society. 


The remarkably cold period which set in on the roth of June continued till the 3d of July ; on 
the 4th a warm period began, and continued till the end of the month, with very little rain, the 
temperature for these 28 days averaging a daily excess of 3°*4. A sudden change set in on the 1st 
of August, the temperature declined below its seasonable average and continued so till the 21st, with 
frequent rain in light Showers, the average daily deficiency of temperature for the period was 
2°°8 ; from the 22d day there was a very warm period of a week’s duration, with brilliant sun- 
shine, and the excess of temperature daily was as large as 8°; on the 28th of August the excess of 
temperature was as large as 12°; on the 2oth the weather changed to cloudy, bleak, and cold, and 
the daily deficiency of temperature averaged 3°°8 till 34 September. On 4th September the tempe- 
rature passed again above the average, and the weather was generally warm till the end of the 
quarter, with frequent heavy gales and storms; the average daily excess of temperature in the last 
27 days of the quarter was 3°°2. Upon the whole quarter of 92 days the temperature was in 
excess to the mean amount of 1°*9 daily. 

During the month of July the readings of the barometer, at the height of 160 feet above the mean 
level of the sea, were, with but few exceptions, above the average. ‘The maximum recorded was 
30°24in., the minimum 29°64 in., and the range of readings o‘60in. ‘The only movement worthy 
of notice commenced on the morning of the 23d, the reading then being 29‘92in.; it attained its 
minimum (29°64 in.) on the 26th, and a steady rise then occurred which lasted till the 3oth. 

From the 1st to the 14th August the readings oscillated above and below the average several 
times, the absolute minimum, 29°39 in. (being also the absolute minimum for the month), occurred 
on the gth. From the 14th to the end of the month the readings were almost without exception 
above the average and above 30 in. 

On the rst September a fall set in, and reached its minimum (29°50in.) on the 6th, arise then 
occurred to 29°76in. on the 7th. Decreasing readings were again recorded to 29°20 in. on the 
roth, succeeded by a small increase to 29°40in. on the 11th. A rapid fall then took place and 
reached its lowest point at sh. a.m. of the 12th, 28°58 in. being recorded; and this again was 
followed by a steady rise to 30°08 in. on the 2 3d. From this time to the end of the month several 
elevations and depressions were registered, 

During the periods of great depression in September, viz., the gth to 20th, violent gales raged from 
the south-west, causing great destruction of life and property. ‘The mean pressure of the wind on 
the square foot during this month was as much as 1 ‘olb., the corresponding values in July and 
August being only 0-2 1b. On numerous oceasions pressures were registered above 3olbs. on the 
square foot. The mean daily horizontal movement of the air in September was 349 miles against 
213 and 224 miles in July and August respectively. 

The mean readings of the barometer in the months of J wy and August were remarkably high, in 
the former month it was 29'928in., and in the preceding 20 years there have been only two 
instances in the month of July of such high readings, viz., in the years 18s9 and 1863, when the 

readings were 29°937 in. and 29° 961 in. respectively. In August the reading was still higher, being 

-29°908 in., and the only preceding instance of the mean reading in August reaching 29*gin. in the 
preceding 20 years was in 1864, when it was 29°918. ‘The reading in September was on the 
contrary very low, viz., 29°642in., and in the preceding 20 years the only instances in.the same 
month of lower readings were in 1841 and 1866, when the readings were 29° 624in, and 29° 37 5 in. 
respectively. 

Harvest work began in the south of Englaud in the first week of August, it became general 
towards the end of the month, and was nearly completed at the end of the quarter, excepting in the 
north-west of Ireland, and in the Scottish Highlands, The opinions on the produce are very 
conflicting in respect to yield and quality. The barley crop is spoken of as the best ; the wheat 
and oat crops, both somewhat below an average; and beans and peas are both short crops. The 
potato crop is generally spoken of as of good quality, but smali in size, and mostly free from 
disease, 

The mean temperature of July was 64°-s, being 3°*1 higher than the average of 98 years, 
lower than the corresponding temperature in 1868 by 3°°0, but higher than in any previous year as 
far back as 18509. 

Lhe mean temperature of August was 60°'8, being o°1 higher than the average of 98 years, 
lower than in 1868 and 1867 by 2°°8 and 1°2 respectively, but higher than in 1866, 1865, and 
1864 when 59°°4, 59°°9, and 59°°6 respectively were recorded. 

The mean temperature of September was 59°°0, being 2°-s higher than the average of 98 years. 
In 1868 the value recorded was 60° 5 ; in 1867 and 1866, 57°° 6 and 56°: 4 respectively. 

The mean high day temperatures were higher than their averages in July and September by 
3°*1 and o°*9 respectively, but lower in August by os, 

The mean low night temperatures in July and September were higher than their respective 
averages by 1°°6 and 3°°2, in August lower by o°:7. Therefore the mouths of J uly and September 
were warm, and August cold, both by day and night. 

The daily ranges of temperature were respectively 1° and 0°: 3 greater than their averages in 
i July and August, but 2°° 3 less in September.

JULY. 

STRATHFIELD TurGiIss.—A great improvement in the growing crop of wheat during this month, 
but hardly sufficient to make up for its deficiency in height and smallness of ear, so that the yield 
will be below the average. Reaping has been begun but will not be general until the second week 
of August. The bulk of straw is above the average. Oats and barley full average crops. Vetches 
well podded and promise to yield well. Sweedes have not grown very fast, but with the rain we 
are having will grow a good crop. Mangolds are almost without exception a good plant, and have 
made great progress since the rain. Lean sheep selling at good prices, good prospect of winter 
Keep, the hay crop was heavy and well gathered. 

Eccies.—Splendid crops of hay have been housed in this district, and the cereal crops are 
looking remarkably well. 

Hurt.—The estimate of the hay crop in June was evidently wrong, for after the most careful 
inspection and enquiry I find it unanimously agreed that it is the best crop that there has been for 
years in this district; early potatoes are rather small, late ones are suffering for want of rain ; 
mangold wurzel are looking well. 

Bywei.—Hay is a good crop and a good quality. The grain crops are looking well, some 
plots of barley will be ready for cutting in a few days. Showers are much required for turnips, 
late potatoes, and the pastures. 

CuLLODEN.—The warm and dry weather of the past month has rapidly brought on the various 
crops, and that to a too early maturity. From the scarcity of moisture, straw (particularly oats) 
has not lengthened out much during the month, and where the land is poor and thin, this crop 
must now be a light one, the continued dry weather having told more on it than on any other 
cereal; still some good fields are here and there to be observed, which was hardly the case anywhere 
in 1868. Barley is a fair crop, and on some farms the produce will be good. Wheat, not requiring 
so much moisture, everywhere looks well; some of the fields are very fine, head large, and no 
appearance of rust. Hay generally throughout the district may be returned as a fair crop, and in 
some few instances over an average, and has been well and safely got into stack. The turnip crop 
is everywhere very promising, the first sown fields being very heavy and luxuriant in growth, while 
the last got in are making good and satisfactory progress. ‘The potato crop is not up to the average 
of seasons, requiring more moisture, and rain falling now would have a most beneficial effect on 
this valuable and important crop. Pastures are very short and poor and have but little freshness 
about them; should rain however come, they will still afford a full bite for stock. 


AUGUST. 

STRATHFIELD TurGiss.—Harvest completed ; wheat various in yield, altogether the yield is under 
the average. Barley good in quality and quantity. Oats a good crop. 

Litrte WRaAtrinG.-—Wheat harvest began on the roth, 

CocKERMOoUTH.—The grain harvest commenced on the 4th, and was nearly completed by the end 
of the month. The crop of oats is below an average, being short in straw and deficient in grain, 
Wheat fully an average crop, though not so good as last year. 

Huit.—The great bulk of wheat is got in, in fine condition. . 

Bywexy.—The harvest is in full operation and the crops in good condition. The yield is expected 
to be quite an average, 

CuLLopEN.—The weather all through the month has been most favourable for bringing the corn 
crops to a state of ripeness. Oat and barley harvest began on the roth and 14th respectively, and 
has been prosecuted day after day without almost any interruption. The turnip erop, at one time 
so promising has been seriously injured, withering away from the constant want of moisture, and 
in many cases the crop of common turnips particularly is much damaged by the fly. All pastares 
are greatly reduced, and cattle are but poorly provided for. _ Barley, on good heavy and well-farmed 
land, is a full crop, both in bulk of straw and yield of grain, and will thrash out well. Oats are in 
general short in straw, but the produce in grain will likely be greater than previously estimated. As 
a whole wheat is the best of all the cereals, and some fields are particularly fine and good, the heads 
being both large and filled with well ripened grain. Potatoes are free from disease, but the crop has 
greatly suffered from the dry and parched condition of the land, and returns can hardly be expected 
to be good. The hay harvest was all completed early in the month, and secured in fine condition. 

SEPTEMBER. 

STRATHFIELD Tureiss.—The past month has been by no means unfavourable to the root Crops § 
the rains at the close of the month have penetrated the ground and made it into good working 
order for the winter. . . 

Byrwxzti.—The harvest is quite finished and the grain housed in pretty good condition con- 
sidering the uncertain weather during the month. The winds have greatly assisted in drying the 
corn without shaking it; the yield is quite an average. The pastures and turnips are much im: 
proved by the late rains, and potatoes are as yet free from disease,

In the Unrrep Kinepom the births of 251,829 children, and the deaths of 168,297 
persons of both sexes, were registered in the three months ending on December 
31st. The natural increase of population was thus 83,532. 

The number of persons married in the quarter ending September 30th, 1860, 
was 108,130. 

The death-rate of the Kingdom differs little from that prevailing in England and 
Wales. 

The resident population in the middle of 1869 is estimated at 30,621,431; that 
of England and Wales amounting to 21,869,607, of Scotland to 3,205,481, and of 
Ireland to 5,546,343. The corrected death-rate of the quarter is 23°31 per 1000 ; 
the birth-rate 34°48 ; the marriage-rate for the previous quarter 14°76. |

Marriages.—Births.—Increase of Population. 


In the third quarter of the year the marriage rate was below the average of the 
season. In the last quarter of the year the births were slightly and the deaths 
considerably in excess of the average. 


Marriages. 


87,662 persons were married in the quarter that ended on September goth, 1869. 
The marriages were 43,831, against 43,480 in the preceding summer, but allowing 
for increase of population, the rate was slightly below that of the corresponding 
season of 1868. ‘The marriage-rate was 15°88 per 1000, while the average of 
ten preceding quarters was 16°37 ; the circumstances, however, which operated to 
depress marriages in England have not prevented an increase in certain parts. 
In the South-western, West Midland, North-western, and Northern Divisions, and 
in Yorkshire, there was an increase. In Staffordshire, Warwickshire, and Durham 
there was a notable increase ; in the district of Dudley the increase in the number 
of marriages was 28 per cent. 

Births. 


The number of births registered in England in the three months ending 
31st December 1869 was 190,231, or nearly 2000 less than in the autumn of 
1868. The birth-rate of the quarter, however, 34°38 per cent., compares 
favourably with the average of 10 corresponding seasons, which was 33°79. 


Increase of Population. 


The births of the last quarter of the year were in excess of the deaths by 
62,085, and if emigration and immigration had been equal, this number would 
represent an average daily increase of population during the three months of 675. 

The total number of emigrants who left ports of the United Kingdom where 
there are Emigration officers, in the quarter ending 31st December 1869, was 
38,481*, of whom 16,762 were of English, 4123 of Scotch, and 10,305 of Irish 
origin; while 7291 were foreigners. 31,695 were bound for the United States, 
1989 for the North American Colonies, 3826 for the Australian Colonies, and 971 
for other places. ‘The emigration was greater than it had been in any autumn 
quarter since 1865. On an average, emigration carried off 182 emigrants of 
English origin daily. After deducting this number from the natural increase of 
population, the daily increase becomes 493.

Prices, Pauperism, and the Weather. 


The average price of wheat fell from 67s. 11d. in the autumn of 1867 and 
51s. rid. in the autumn of 1868 to 46s. od. per quarter in the last 13 weeks of 
1869, so that the reduction in the last eight quarters amounted to 32 per cent. 
The best beef was a halfpenny a lb. dearer than it was at the end of 1868, while 
the price of inferior beef was a farthing per lb. dearer. Inferior mutton was a 
halfpenny a lb. dearer than it was at the close of 1868 ; superior mutton was 
three farthings a lb. dearer. Potatoes were cheaper than they were in the autumn 
of 1868. The wholesale price at Waterside Market, Southwark was 3s. gd. to 
58. a hundred weight, according to quality. 

The returns of pauperism are still heavy. The average number of persons 
relieved on the last day of each week in each of the quarters vending 3ist December 


1867, 1868, and 1869 respectively, was as follows :—

Mr. Glaisher’s detailed remarks on the sebealee of the quarter will be found 
on pages 19-21. The weather was characterized by alternations of high and low 
temperatures, circumstances which could hardly fail to injuriously affect the public 
health. The mean temperature of the whole quarter was 43°3, which is about half 
a degree below the average of 98 years. The amount of rain measured was 7 inches, 
a quantity which very closely represents the average fall. There were several 
very heavy gales of wind during the quarter, and pressures of wind were recorded 
of 30 lbs. on the square foot.

In the last 92 days of the year 1869 as many as 128,146 deaths were regis- 
tered. This number is 8050 more than in same period of 1868, and 11,949 
more than in the last quarter of 1867. 

The mortality was at the annual rate of 23°16 per rooo living, whereas the 
rate in the same season during the ten previous years was 21‘go per 1000; the 
names of nearly 7000 persons have thus been added to the death registers of 
England during the last 3 months of the year who would not have found a place 
there had the ordinary rate of mortality prevailed. 

It is noticeable in the present return that while the excess in the death-rate 
of the previous 3 months, ending 3oth September, was caused hy the high mor- 
tality in large towns, in the last quarter of the year the excess is shared by the 
small towns and country parishes. 

The chief towns inhabited by more than eleven millions of persons experienced 
a death-rate during the quarter of 25°75 per 1000 annually, the average of the 
season being 24°31 per 1000 ; the inhabitants of the small towns and rural parishes 
died during the same period at the annual rate of 19°67, the average being 18°88. 

The 14 greatest cities and towns among them, peopled by more than six and 
a half millions inhabitants, suffered a mortality at the annual rate of 27°56 per 
1000 living. 

Of the English towns in this group, Sheffield shows the highest rate, 39°79 per 
1000 ; Manchester follows with a rate of 30°59 ; Salford 29°12; Liverpool 28°88 ; 
Leeds 27°86. Birmingham had the lowest mortality, 25°73; Hull 25°95; 
Bradford 26°02 ; while it is gratifying to notice that the rate of 26°36 per 1900 
in Newcastle-on-Tyne indicates a considerable improvement in the health of that 
town. 

In the 46 towns next in importance, having an aggregate population of 2,819,555, 
the death-rate during the quarter was at the rate of 24°43 per 1000 annually. 
Among these the following show the highest rates of mortality ; Blackburn 38:04 
per 1000; Swansea 31°62; Gateshead 30°87; Exeter 30°00; Derby 29°87; 
Nottingham 29°80; and Bolton 29°47. Comparing favourably with these are 
Gosport 16°79 per 1000; Yarmouth 19°14; Norwich 19°15; Merthyr Tydfil 
19°18; Plymouth 19°82 ; Devonport 20°53 ; and Ashton-under-Lyne 20°60. 

Of the eleven great divisions of the country, in the first, London, 21,063 deaths 
were registered in the last three months of the year, compared with 18,943 in 
1868, and the mortality was at the annual rate of 26°66 per 1000. Small-pox 
caused 87 deaths, measles 473, diphtheria 113, whooping-cough 823, typhus 552, 
diarrhoea 368, and scarlet fever 2710 ; this epidemic has prevailed with remarkable 
intensity, increasing from 75 deaths in the third week of July to 245 early in 
December ; from this maximum number it subsided gradually, and the deaths 
amounted to 159 in the last week of the year. It was most fatal in the East 
Districts, where the mortality from the disease was at the annual rate of 51 per

10,000 living ; in the North Districts it was 30°1, in the South Districts 39+1, in 
the Central Districts 29° 4, and in the West Districts 14°7 per 10,000 living. 

The South Eastern Counties had a death-roll of 10,467, being at the annual rate 
of 20°16 per 1000. Scarlet fever caused 15 of the 57 deaths in the Carshalton sub- 
district of Epsom, 35 of the 320 deaths in the sub-district of Croydon, 10 of the 40 
deaths in Mortlake, 6 of the 21 deaths in Hoo, 21 out of 77 in Eastbourne, 17 of 63 
in the Broadwater sub-district of Worthing, 12 of 31 in the Farnborough sub- 
district, ro of 27 in Bramley, Basingstoke, 19 of 84 in Abingdon, and 82 of the 235 
deaths in Reading. Measles prevailed in Dartford, Rochester, Ryde, and Hastings, 
which experienced a high rate of mortality. There were 12 deaths from fever and 
4 from scarlet fever in Tonbridge. Scarlet fever and whooping-cough caused many 
deaths in Brighton ; and Portsea Island suffered from measles and scarlet fever. 

In the South Midland Counties the mortality was at the rate of 20'84 per 1000. 
Scarlet fever prevailed in every county and was most noticeable in Willesdon, 
Edmonton, Aylesbury, and Wycombe. Measles was most fatal in Royston, 
Watford, and the Duxford sub-district of Linton. 

Fever caused 10 deaths in Huntingdon, and diarrhea 7 in Biggleswade. 

The Eastern Counties experienced a mortality of 19°79 per 1000, which com- 
pares favourably with the other divisions of the country. West Ham was severely 
visited by scarlet fever, measies, whooping-cough, and typhus. In the parish of 
Sheering, Epping, 20 persons contracted typhoid fever, of whom 4 died. The 
Registrar of the Newport sub-district of Saffron Walden says :-— 

“ Fever of a typhoid nature has prevailed in the parish of Wicken ; about 50 cases have 


occurred up to the present time, and 9 deaths. The impurity of the water is alleged as the 
principal cause.” 


Colchester and Witham suffered from scarlet fever; diphtheria was fatal to 
3 persons in one family in Melford, Sudbury, and 5 deaths were referred to that 
disease in the Attleborough sub-district of Wayland. In Docking there were 107 
deaths compared with 60 in the same period of 1868. 

In the South-western Counties the death-rate was 20°16. Seventy persons have 
suffered from small-pox in Warminster since its first outbreak in the spring of 
the year. Measles and scarlet fever prevailed in many districts. Exeter expe- 
rienced a high death-rate, the number of deaths being 261, compared with 176 in 
the corresponding period of 1868. In the North Hill sub-district of Launceston 
31 of the 60 deaths were from measles, which was very fatal in the parish of 
Stoke Climsland. 

In the West Midland Counties the mortality was at the annual rate of 22°08 
per tooo. Bristol, Clifton, Cheltenham, Stafford, West Bromwich, Stourbridge, 
Droitwich, Kings Norton, Foleshill, and Warwick, are districts in which the 
deaths have largely exceeded the average. Scarlatina and measles prevailed in 
most of the districts. West Bromwich suffered severely from measles, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, typhus, and diarrhea.

The North Midland Counties experienced a death-rate of 22°05 per 1000. In 
Leicester the deaths amounted to 599, compared with 493 in 1868, meales, fever, 
and diarrhea were fatal. In Nottingham, where scarlet fever and typhus prevailed, 
the deaths largely exceeded the average of the season. Derby was visited by 
measles, scarlet fever, and typhus; and Belper suffered severely from scarlet 
fever, and to a less extent from typhus. 

In Cheshire and Lancashire the death-rate was 25°65 per 1000. ‘The mortality 
was much above the average in Macclesfield, Bolton, Oldham, Rochdale, Has- 
lingden, and Blackburn; this last town was ravaged by scarlet fever, and 154 
out of 792 deaths in the Blackburn sub-district, were from this disease, which, 
as will be seen from the Registrars’ notes, was prevalent in many other districts. 

In Yorkshire the mortality was 26°45 per 1000; in the West Riding the 
following districts are conspicuous for having an unusual number of deaths, 
Wharfedale, Huddersfield, Bradford, Dewsbury, Wakefield, Barnsley, Sheffield, and 
Ecclesall Bierlow ; small-pox, scarlatina, and typhus were prevalent. ‘The 
Registrar of Ecclesall Bierlow says :— 

“ Measles caused 15 deaths, scarlet fever 83, diphtheria 7, fever 27. 40 of the deaths have 
occurred at Heeley, a suburban village with some 4000 inhabitants, 20 of that number resulting 
from scarlet fever, which has raged with unusual virulence. The village is badly drained.” 

In the East Riding, York, Sculcoates, and Hull were visited severely by scarlet 
fever, which was also fatal in Scarborough, Thirsk, Whitby, and Stokesley in the 
North Riding. 

The Northern Counties had a death-rate of 22°83 per 1000. Darlington, 
Stockton, Tanfield sub-district of Durham, Chester-le-Street, Newcastle-on-Tyne, 
and Tynemouth suffered much from scarlet fever; measles and typhus prevailed in 
South Shields ; typhus and typhoid fever caused 31 deaths in Whitehaven.

Several districts in these counties had fewer deaths than usual, in Cockermouth 
the number was 222 against 328 in the same period of 1867, and 300 in 1868, 

_ Monmouthshire and Wales show the lowest rate of mortality of the eleven divi- 
sions, it was 19°60 per 1000 annually in the last quarter of the year. The districts 
of Bedwelty, Swansea, and Gower have a conspicuous increase of mortality; there 
were 28 deaths from scarlet fever and 13 from fever in Aberystwith sub-district of 
Bedwelty ; 10 of the 75 deaths in Bridgend were from measles ; 12 of 62 deaths 
were from scarlet fever in Ystradgunlais ; scarlet fever was distressingly fatal in 
Swansea, causing 123 of the 366 deaths in the sub-district ; 13 of the 74 deaths in 
Haverfordwest are referred to measles, which also prevailed in Bridgend, and in 
the Denbigh sub-district of St. Asaph. 

It will be seen from the present return that scarlet fever, the prevalence of 
which was remarked on in the previous quarterly statement, has increased in 
intensity and has spread over a larger area, and it requires all the efforts that 
medical skill can devise to prevent its further extension. Professor Tyndall has 
shown that the countless myriads of motes that are seen dancing in every sun- 
beam are organic particles, and among them are zymotic bodies which are germs of 
disease. ‘These bodies are in concentrated force in the rooms occupied by persons 
suffering from or who have died of scarlet fever, hence the absolute necessity of 
isolating the sick as much as possible and of adopting the precautions for the 
hygienic management of the invalid chamber which have been drawn up by the 
medical officers of health, by the medical officer of the Privy Council, by Dr. Budd 
of Bristol, and other authorities. 

By the intelligent observance of these precautions something may be effected in 
arresting the progress of this fatal epidemic. 

Arrangements are in progress for enlarging the scope of these Quarterly Reports: 
they will hereafter include not only the number of births and deaths registered in 
every sub-district but also the fatal cases of the principal zymotic diseases. The 
Registrar General hopes that by thus giving the earliest publicity to the prevalence 
of these diseases in the localities suffering from them, he will be adding to the 
usefulness of the returns. The first return giving the additional details will relate 
to the quarter ending 31st March 1870. 








The Year 1869. 


In the Unrrep Kinepom 1,032,177 births and 660,966 deaths were registered in 
the twelve months, thus making the natural increase 371,211, or, after correction, 
1,056 daily. The recorded number of emigrants of home origin was 190,782, or 
522 daily. The difference between the emigrants and the corrected natural increase 
was 534 daily. 

The birth-rate per 1000 of the year is 35°34, the death-rate 22°74 for the 
United Kingdom, after a correction for the defective registration of Treland.* 

The birth-rate per 1000 of ENGLAND was 35:34, the death-rate 22-64; the 
numbers for the previous year, 1868, are 36°35 and 22°20. 

In the year 1869, 92,667 of the English people, 23,083 of the Scotch, 75,032 of 
the Irish people, and 67,275 foreigners, left ports of the United Kingdom for 
foreign and colonial settlements ; 5,975 persons whose origin was not distinguished 
have been proportionately distributed. Of the total number of British emigrants 
150,371 went to the United States, 20,955 to the North American Colonies, 14,457 


to the Australian Colonies, and 4,999 to other places.

- Remarks on Tur WEATHER, DURING THE QUARTER ENDING 318T OF DECEMBER, 1869. 
By James Guarsuer, Eisq., F.R.S., §e., Secretary of The Meteorological Society. 


The warm period, which set in on 4th September, continued till 16th October, the average excess of 
mean daily temperature for the whole period of 43 days was 3°°4, and of the first 16 days in October 
was 3°°7. On 17th October the weather suddenly changed and became cold and of a wintry cha- 
racter, with sleet, hail, frost, and snow, with strong north winds ; this severe cold weather continued 
with but slight variation to the end of the month. At the beginning of November the weather was 
mild for a few days, then cold again, and thus alternated above and below the average for two or 
three days together, those of low temperature predominating. During the month of November a 
remarkable change of temperature took place, the roth, 11th, and 12th days of November were of 
a wintry character, with very low temperatures, whilst those of 13th, 14th, 1 5th, and 16th were of 
very high temperatures with heavy gales of wind. Cold weather again set in on the 17th; from 
this time, with the exception of the period from December 1oth to 20th, which was warm, the 
weather was generally cold to the end of the year. The average deficiency of mean temperature 
from 17th October to 9th December was 3°°3 daily ; and from 21st December to the end of the year 
‘was 3°°3 ; the excess of temperature from roth December to the 2oth was 4° daily. Upon the 
whole quarter of 92 days, the temperature was below the average to the amount of 1°° 1g daily. 

During the month of October the readings of the barometer were generally high. From the 4th 
to the 14th they were remarkably steady, scarcely varying one-fiftn of an inch throughout the 
period, and constantly above the average ; on the 14th a decrease set in and lasted till the 16th, the 
minimum at that time, at the height of 160 feet above the mean level of the sea, was 29°13 in.; from 
the 2oth to the end of the month the readings were with but two exceptions above the average. 
During the early part of November low readings generally were recorded, followed by an increase 
on the roth, and the readings then continued above the average till the 21st, when a very 
rapid fall took place, from 30°18in. to 29°03 in. on the 22d; this was followed by a gradual 
increase, but with one exception the mean daily values remained in defect of the average till the 
end of the month. The mean pressure of the air for the month was that of the average. The 
oscillations of the barometer during December were very large, and succeeded each other rapidly, 
especially between the 8th and 28th. ‘The principal movements were as follows :—a decrease from 
30°40 in. on the 6th to 29'o2in. on the 13th, an increase to 29°57 in., and a decrease to 29°18 in. on 
the same day; several small movements then occurred, and 29°65 in. was reached on the 16th; a 
rapid fall then ensued, and 28°77 in. was registered at 1oh. p.m. on-the 16th ; the readings then 
increased to 29°75 in. by gh. P.M. on the 17th, and again decreased to 29°17 in. on the 19th; 
between this date and the 31st several increasing and decreasing readings took place. ‘The range 
of readings during the month amounted to 1°62 in. 

_ ‘There were several very heavy gales of wind during the quarter, and pressures to the amount of 
30 lbs. on the square foot took place, on October 16th and roth,tNovember 2d and 4th, December 
13th, 16th, 17th, 18th, rgth, and 3oth, generally with the wind from 8.W., W.S.W., or S.S.W.

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The mean temperature of October was 48°*9, being 0°*8 lower than the average of 98 years, 
higher than the corresponding values in 1868 and 1867 by 1°°0 and 0°*2 respectively, but lower 
than in any year in the period 1853-66. 

The mean temperature of November was 43°°0, being 0°*6 higher than the average of 98 years, 
higher than in 1868 and 1867, when 41°°5 and 41°°4 respectively were recorded, but lower than 
in the preceding four years, viz., 1863 to 1866. 

The mean temperature of December was 37°°9, being 1°*3 lower than the average of 98 years, 
lower than in 1868 by 8°°1, higher than in 1867 by 0°°4, but lower than in any previous year as 
far back as 1860. 

The mean high day temperature was the same as the average in November, but lower by 1°'t 
and 3°°4 respectively in October and December. 

The mean low night temperature was the same as the average in November, but lower in October 
and December by 1°‘9 and 2°*4 respectively. Therefore the months of October and December 
were cold both by day and night. 

The daily range of temperature was the same as the average in November, greater by 0°°8 in 
October, but less by 1°*o0 in December. 

The fall of rain was the same as the average in November, 1’oin. in defect in October, and 
o’gin. in excess in December. ee ae 

The mean temperature of the air in the three months ending November, constituting the three 
autumn months, was 0° 3, being o°8 higher than the average of 98 years. 

Thunderstorms occurred on the ist of October at London ; on the 2d at Hawarden and Allen- 
heads ; on the 3d at Somerleyton, Eccles, and Cockermouth ; on the 9th at Holkham; on the 10th 
at Miltown; on the 16th at Somerleyton, Hawarden, and Stonyhurst ; and on the 28th at Norwich. 
On the roth of November at Hawsker. On the 14th of December at Guernsey, Osborne, West 
Harptre, and Bristol; on the rgth over all parts of the country; on the 18th at Bristol; on the 
1gth at Norwich ; on the 21st at Bristol ; and on the 26th at Guernsey, Bywell, and North Shields, 

Thunder was heard, but lightning was not seen, on the 1st of October at Bristol and Royston ; on 
the 2d at Norwich, Stonyhurst, and Bywell; on the 3d at Weybridge Heath and Stonyhurst; and 
on the 7th at Stonyhurst. On the 22d of November at Strathfield Turgiss. . 

Lightning was seen, but thunder was not heard, on the 3d of October at Hastbourne, Bristol, 
Allenheads, and Carlisle; on the 4th at Eccles; on the 11th at Culloden; on the 12th at Carlisle; 
on the 26th at Oxford, Little Wratting, Boston, Hull, and Carlisle; on the 27th at Oxford and 
Boston ; on the 28th at Holkham and North Shields; and on the 29th at Holkham. On the 3a 
of November at Guernsey; on the sth at Norwich; on the 6th at Hawarden; on the 22d at 
Guernsey ; and on the 28th at Norwich and Wisbech.

Aurore Boreales were seen on 21 days during the quarter, viz., 14 in October, 3 in November, 
and 4 in December. 

Snow fell on 39 days during the quarter, viz., 8 in October, 12 in November, and 19 in 
December. 

Hail fell on 47 days during the quarter, viz., 13 in October, 11 in November, and 23 in December. 

Fog prevailed on 59 days during the quarter, viz., 25 in October, 19 in November, and 1s in 
December.

OCTOBER, 


STRATHFIELD Tunerss.—But little wheat sowing has as yet been done, the general opinion being 
that November is a more suitable month than October; moreover the ground is as yet in a lighter 
condition than is wished for, and so we are waiting for rain. The various root crops have made 
great progress during the month, and the promise of winter food for sheep is very good. ‘The 


wheat crop seems to have been variable, and the peas have not turned out as good a crop as 
anticipated. 
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Bywr1i.—Potatoes and turnips are turning out well and free from disease. Farmers are very 
busy with autumn ploughing. 


CuLLopEN.—The weather during the past month has been generally favourable for all kinds of 
agricultural labour. 

The first part of the month up to the 11th was fair, with frost and fog occasionally; but a 
change followed, and then to the end of the month 3° 310 inches of rain fell. There was nothing 
marked however in the barometrical changes during the month. Heavy gales from W. to 
W.N.W. and N.N.E. prevailed on the 13th and 16th, when the weather was very boisterous with 
much rain. 

In the early part of the month the lifting of the potato crop was generally proceeded with, and 
where this was done, the crop was safely secured in dry condition. The crop in the north has 
turned out well; from the absence of second growth, and the soundness of the root, it will be 
superior to that of 1868, not only in quality but in quantity likewise. 

Whenever the weather would admit, ploughing was carried on rapidly all through the month, 
and the bulk of stubble land, and. also fields of lea have been turned over. The few days of frost 
have tended to check the growth of turnips, and they will not now possibly increase much in size. 
The crop has, however, on some farms exceeded expectation, and may be called a fair average. 
The demand for turnips for sheep feeding is considerably less than has been the case for several 
years. This is in a great measure owing to fewer sheep being left to feed off this year in the 
Northern Districts than usual. 


NOVEMBER. 


SrraTHFIELD TurGiIss.—On the whole this month has been favourable to farm work, wheat sowing 
progressed steadily in the earlier part of the month, and towards the close the land was hard enough 
from frost, for carting manure. A great deal of sowing has yet to be done however, wheat sowing 
where growers prefer to be late had gone on successfully, while the young plants, though not gene- 
rally vigorous, look healthy on the whole and may eventually be all the better for being backward 
at the present time. The end of the month has redeemed its true November character, being foggy, 
cold, and dull. 

Byrweti.—Autumn grown wheat has come up pretty regular and strong. 

CuLLODEN.—The weather during the month was unfavourable for agricultural labour. The 
amount of rain-fall was 2°913 inches, and fell almost daily during the month, to a greater or 
less extent, thus greatly impeding out-door work. Gales of wind were frequent, taking place on 
the 2d and 8th, but more particularly on the 18th and 19th. Very severe frost with little snow on 
the ground, set in on the last day of the month, with a prospect of continuance.
